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BANG- JENSEN - AND WORLD COURT 


A week before the President 
left on his latest travels, 
two very significant items 
appeared in the newspapers. 
The fact that they occurred 
almost on the same day was 
purely a coincidence, and 
their relationship was prob- 
ably lost on the casual 
reader. But there was grim 
irony in the fact that the 
same newspapers which carried 
the news of the death of a 
former United Nations diplo- 
mat, Mr. Bang-Jensen - pre- 
sumably by suicide - also 
carried the news that the 


President is still determined 
to get Americans to surrender 
more of their rights to the 
world Court. 

Mr. 3ang-Jensen, as you 
know, lost his job at the 
United Nations because he in- 
sistedon protecting the names 
of 81 Hungarians who testi 
fied about tied atrocities. 
fhe atrocities took place 
when Khrushchev (whom the 
President recently welcomed 
to the U.S.) put down the 4un- 
garian freedom revolt. That’s 
how the Red Boss earned the 
title “Butcher of Budapest. ” 








The same United Nations 
which fired the anti-commun- 
ist Vanish diplomat because 
he wanted to protect Hungar- 
ians and their families from 
more atrocities, has an agency 
known as the World Court. It 
is supposed to settle inter- 
national disputes. When the 
United States permitted it- 
self to be inveigled into the 
United Nations, it also auto- 
matically accepted jurisdic- 
tion of this World Court. 

But the World Court operates 
under decrees of the United 
Nations —- not under the Con- 
stitution of the United 
States. So inorder to protect 
our precious guarantees of 
freedom, Congress was very 
careful to state, in ratify- 
ing the United Nations and 
the World Court, that its 
approval did not “apply to

A GREAT DANGER 


I have covered this subject 
of the World Court in these 
comments several times. But 
it is impossible to repeat 
too often the great danger 
which lies in wait for Amer- 
icans if we follow the Pres- 
ident’s latest advice. What 
does Mr. Eisenhower mean when 
he says it would “contribute 
to the greater effectiveness” 
of this United Nations’ World 





disputes with regard to matt- 
ers which are essentially 
within the domestic juris- 
diction of the United States 
of America as determined by 
the United States of America.” 
This means that Americans 
have the right to say that no 
international body can stick 
its nose into purely American 
affairs. But President Eisen- 
hower says he wants Congress 
to wipe out that safeguard. 
Why? 3ecause, he says, it 
would ‘‘contribute to the 
greater effectiveness” of the 
World Court. This is the same 
World Court which is part of 
the United Nations which fired 
Mr. Bang-Jensen. And the man 
named to replace Mr. Bang- 
Jensen in his United Nations 
job was a representative of 
Soviet Communist fiussia! 


Court, if we remove the safe- 
guards which prevent it from 
meddling in purely American 
affairs? I am sure the Presi- 
dent’s aims are quite noble. 
He has always had a sort of 
dreamy-eyed notion of some 
kind of world organization 
that would keep peace and 
order inthe world. Never hav- 
ing been much of a student of 
world affairs, the President 
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does not realize that an 
orderly and peaceful world is 
impossible until the nations 
of the world - and especially 
the men who run them — become 
themselves orderly and peace- 
ful. And, since the President 
spent most of his life with 
military matters, he evident- 
ly has little understanding 
of the unique quality of the 
liberty he is asking Americans 
to surrender to a world body. 

As I said, this World Court 
to which the President wants 
us to give the right to rule 
on purely American affairs, 
operates under United Nations 
decrees. One of these decrees 
is something called the Cov- 
enant of Human wvights. A 
fundamental right of Ameri- 


cans, guaranteed by our 


Constitution, is the right of 
free speech and free assembly. 
No court in the United States 
can deprive an American citi- 
zen of this right. But the 
‘orld Court could. The Human 
itights decree of the UN, under 
which the World Court would 
operate, says free speech or 
free assembly can be taken 
away if it imperils something 
called “national security.” 
So if we give up to the World 
Court the right to decide a 
case involving the free speech 
of an American, he could con- 
ceivably be hauled before a 
court in Geneva or some place 
else. And the guarantee of 
free speech in the Constitu- 
tion of the United States 
would mean nothing. He could 
be sentenced for speaking his 
mind because a world body - 
in which communists, social- 
ists and fascists would have 
a say — declared that he was 
imperiling something called 
“national security.” 
Suppose the President has 
his way inwiping out the con- 
gressional safeguards on our 
participation in this World 
Court. There would literally 
be no limit on subjects gov- 
erning the lives of Americans 
on which this United Nations’ 
agency could rule. For in- 
stance, it could even make 
rulings on the touchy and 








delicate question of racial 
integration in the United 
States. And it would do so, 
mind you, under decrees form- 
ulated by the United Nations, 


REDS IN ACTION 


It is an amazing thing that 
our leaders do not seem able 
to learn, even from their own 
acts, that the only way to 
deal with communist tyrants 
is from a position of deter- 
mination, strength, and strict 
adherence to American prin- 
ciples. A little over a year 
ago, Khrushchev was threaten- 
ing to walk in and take West 
Berlin. American leaders, 
with a bit of momentary starch 
in their spines, told him 
nothing doing; that we would 
stand by our obligations come 
what may. The Reds backed 
down - as they always do when 
they know we mean what we say. 

But now, evidently under 
certain influences which seem 
always able to climb back in- 
to the saddle, our leaders 
are engaged in something 
called ‘‘the spirit of accom- 
modation.’’ The Keds have 
dubbed it ‘‘the spirit of Camp 


Javid.’’ This refers, of 


course, to the President’s 
invitation to Boss Khrushchev 
and the long private pow-wow

in which delegates of the 
greatest slave empire in 
history have an important 
influence. Remember poor Mr. 
Bang-Jensen! 


Eisenhower at his hideaway in 
the Maryland hills. It is 
this ‘spirit of Camp Vavid” 
which is supposed to be 
floating over all the ex- 
changes, tours and forthcoming 
international meetings and 
summits. I suggest it might 
be an excellent idea if we 
could get through our lead- 
ers’ heads what kindof regime 
they are trying to “‘ accommo- 
date.’’ In this connection, 
here is one small paragraph. 
It may turn your stomach, but 
it 1s something which we, and 
somehow our leaders, must be 
made aware of. It comes from 
Dr. Bela Fabian. Dr. Fabian 
was a former political pris- 
oner of the tieds, so he knows 
them at first hand. He is now 
in the United States, but he 
keeps in close touch with 
events in his native Hung- 
ary since the revolt of three 
years ago. Ur. Fabian says: 
‘“‘we know what is happening 
in the Children’s part of 
Center Prison in Budapest. 
This is where the communists 


are hanging children, boys 


and girls, as they reach 
their 18th birthday. They 
were picked up in the street 
fighting three years ago. 
There is a Hungarian law 
which prohibits the state 
from executing any person 
under 18. So the Keds wait, 
and each 18th birthday (for 
these boys and girls) in that 


cellblock becomes adeath day.” 
These are the Reds in 
action — the people our fool- 
ish leaders think they can 
make deals with, and ‘‘accom- 
modate.” That paragraph ought 
to be pasted in the hats of 
every American political 
leader and diplomat.

THE JOHN FRANKLIN LETTERS, 
178 pages, The Bookmailer, 
N.Y., $2.00. 

This book is a series of 
letters, written by a fiction- 
al John Franklin to his uncle 
in the period from 1957 to 
1976. They are preceded by a 
preface written by a mythical 
professor of American History 
in 1989. The actual author or 
authors are not named. And 
while this might be called a 
book of fiction, it is not 
science-fiction, and it is 
as the publisher says, based 
on fact - and fear - and hope 
- and ‘hot until 1989 will 
we know how much of it is 
fiction.” 

ie read the book on vaca- 


tion - a vacation from news 
tickers, newspapers, news 
magazines, TV and radio. 
Every once in a while we put 
it aside with the thought - 
no, it is too fantastic, too 
farfetched; no one will be- 
lieve it. The sea was love- 
ly, the sands warm,there was 
much to see and do. But some- 
how or other we kept return- 
ing to THE LETTERS until all 
were read. Then, back in the 
workaday world, with John 
Franklin momentarily forgott- 
en, the news had to be caught 
up with all in one gulp. And 
as we read and listened and 
digested and collated, John 
Franklin returned to intrude 
himself on our thoughts. His 








letters began to achieve a 
terrible logic, to instill a 
growing sense of doom - and 
beyond that, of hope. 

It would be unfair to the 
reader to reveal too much of 
the story THE LETTERS have to 
tell. Briefly, it is the story 
of the Takeover of America - 
but a Takeover not quite in 
the manner you may have 
imagined. Therein lies its 
thundering logic - its recog- 
nition and naming of all the 
forces right here in America 
which will make the Takeover 
possible. And it isn’t exact- 
ly a Takeover by Soviet Huss- 
ia, but by a force (including 
the Keds) equally as malignant

which stands at the end of 
the road down which we have 
been hurtling at breakneck 
speed. 

It is also the story of how 
a dedicated group of Ameri- 
cans, against insuperable 
odds and with primitive weap- 
ons, finally won back America 
and American liberties. ‘the 
great value of this little 
book -— aside from providing a 
first-class reading experi- 
ence — is that it might awaken 
us in time. If it does, we 
may be able to avoid the 
terrible consequences of the 
Takeover, and return America 
to Americans before it is 
too late.
